The fire which swept all the Dela- 
ware side of the town of Delmar last 
Saturday afternoon, leaves many of 
the losers in distressing circumstances. 
One of the heaviest losers is Mr. Wm. 
L Sirman, in whose barn the fire

halt, because there was no water. 

Necessity aided the frantic citizens 
to-deviee a clever scheme to get water. 
Two locomotives ran to the Delaware 
railroad pumping station, filled their 
tanks with water and returned to a 
point where they could be connected 
with the fire engine. A traction engine 
was also utilized in this way, and this 
work resulted in the eaving of the Del. 
aware railroad station, the bank, the 
Methodist Episcopal church and the 
business block of Elijah Freeney. The 
call for help from Wilmington was 
countermanded. 

For the hundreds of homeless who 
were in the streets Saturday night 
there was practically no food. In the 
two stores that escaped the groceries 
are so badly smoked that they are un- 
fit for use. 

A special engine was started from 
Salisbury with a carload of provisions, 
consisting of staple groceries, fresh 
pork and other meats. The train ar 
rived at Delmar shortly before noon 
Sunday andthe Salisbury relief com- 
mittee, consisting of Mayor Disharoon. 
O. J. Schneck, R. D, Grier, William P 
Jackson, A. A. Gillis and Senator M. V. 
Brewin + at once communicated 
with the town authorities, The latter 
appointed another relief committee, 
consisting of B. F. Barker, Llewellyn 
Kerr, Harry Hill, Harry T. Hickie ond 
James H. Tyre, to take charge of the 
provisions and distribute them. 

The car contained about $400 00 
worth of food. 

The Council had recently contracted 
for the furnishing of electric lighta for 
the streets, the power to come from 
Laurel, but it is now probable that this 

order will be rescinded and the first 
question taken up will be thatof pro- 
viding the town with water works It 
is estimated that a plant can be put in 
which will give adequate protection for 
$20,000. 

Among the heaviest losers by the fire 
were the Hon. William I. Sirman and 
Levin Hastings. Mr. Sirman lost four 
dwellings two of which cost $6,000 
each, also his large mill and manufact- 
uring plant, in all about $35,000, on 
which he very little insurance. 
He was burned out in 1892, 8 a 
loss of about $20,000, with only $800 in- 
surance. A year previous to that he 
had been burned out and lost $10,000, 
So within the last 10 years he has lost 
about $65,000 by fires in Delmar. He 
was at one time the wealthiest man in 
the place, but bis entire fortune has 
been eaten by fire. Levin Hastings, an- 
other prominent resident, has lost 
heavily. He had seven stores, four 
dwellings and a atock of goods destroy- 
ed Satu „ in all about $25,000, on 
which he an ineurance of only 
$2,000. Like Mr. Sirman, he was a 
large loser at the preceding fire and will 
be severely crippled financially by this 
second great loss

homes were provided with shelter by 
neighbors Saterday night.

SMALL POX ON THE PENINSULA, 


Moving Down Toward Wicomico. 


The upper end of the Peninsula has 
numerous well-defined cases of small- 
pox and within the last ten days new 
cases have been reported in Sussex 
coun.y. A dispatch from Laurel, Del- 
aware, says; 

This community was thrown into a 
state of intense excitement when State 
Senator Farlow reported to the Board 
of Health, this morning that one of his 
patients had virulent smallpox. 

The patient is Mrs. Joseph Cross, wife 
of the well-known Wilmington barber 
and sporting man. Mrs. Cross came to 
Laure! 10 days ago to visit the home of 
George W, Hitch, on the outskirts of 
town. 

The Board of Health will mcet this 
afternoon to adopt measures to prevent 
the spread of the malady. Laurel has 
been most fortunate. While other near- 
by towns have on various occasions had 
emallpox there has never been a case 
reported here. Owing to the drastic 
measures adopted last year, when 
there were scores of cases in other places, 
not one was here,” 


It would be entirely too much to 
hope for to expect Wicomico county to 
escape the presence of this loathsome 
malady. Almost every day the color- 
ed people of Sussex and Wicomico are 
intermingling by the exchange of social 
visits. The trains almost invariably 
have among the passengers several col- 
ored men and women. Some going to 
the Seaford oyster-packing houses and 
some coming from the Seaford can- 
neries, while still others are going and 
coming for the fun of the ride and the 
joy of spending their small earnings. 
This is the classof people who make 
it so difficult for the authorities to pre- 
vent the spreading of the disease, The 
cases in Salisbury last Spring were in- 
troduced in this way, and the tax-pay- 
ers of the county bad to meet the heavy 
expense incident to the treatment of 
the cases and the protection of the pub- 
lic. Although the disease was confin 
ed to the colored population the tax- 
payers of tre county were really the 
victims for they had to bear the bur- 
den of expense.

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Wasninaton, Oct. 27.—In this dis- 
course Dr. Talmage demonstrates that we 
tre affected by forces that we seldom rec- 
ognize and enlarges upon buman account- 
ability; the text is Job xxxviil, 81, “Canst 
thou bind the sweet influences of Plei- 
ades?” 

What is the meaning of that question 
that God put to Job? Have we all our 
lives been reading it and are most of us 
ignorant of its beauty and power and 
practical suggestiveness? A meaningless 
passage of Scripture many thought it to 
be. But the telescopes were busy age 
after age and astronomical observations 
kept on questioning the skies until the 
meaning of my text comes out lustrously. 
The Pleiades is a constellation of seven 
stars appearing to the naked eye, but sci- 
entific instruments reveal more than 400 
properly belonging to the group. Alcyone 
is the name of the brightest star of that 
group called the Pleiades. A Russian 
astronomer observed that Alcyone is the 
center of gravitation of our solar system, 
Hugh Macmillan says that the sun and 
its planets wheel around that center at 
the rate of 422,000 miles a day in an or- 
bit which it will take 19,000,000 years to 
complete. The Pleiades appear in the 
springtime and are associated with flow- 
ers and genlal warmth and good weather. 
The navigation of the Mediterranean 
was from May to November—the risIng 
and the setting of the Pleiades. The 
priests of Belus noticed that rising and 
setting 2,000 years before Christ. 

Now, the glorious meaning of my text 
is plain as well as radiant. To give Job 
the benutiful grace of humility God asked 
him, “Canst thou bind the sweet influ- 
ences of the Pleiades?" Have you any 
power over the laws of gravitation? Can 
you modify or change an influence wield- 
ed by a star more than 400,000 miles 
away? Can you control the winds of the 
springtime? Can you call out the flow- 
ers? How little you know compared with 
omniscience! How little you can do com- 
pared with omnipotence! 

The probability is that Job had been 
tempted to arrogance by his vast attain- 
ments. He was a metallurgist, a zoolo- 
gist, a poet, and shows by his writings he 
had knowledge of hurting, of music, of 
husbandry, of medicine, of mining, of as- 
tropomy, and perhaps was so far ahead 
of the scholars and scientists of his time 
that he may have been somewhat puffed 
up; hence this interrogation of my text. 
And there is nothing that so soon takes 
down human pride as an interrogation 
point rightly thrust. Christ used it might- 
ily. Paul mounted the parapet of his 
great arguments with such a battery. 
Men of the world understand it. Demos- 
thenes began bis speech on the crown and 
Cicero his oration against Catiline and 
Lord Chatham his most famous orations 
with a question, The empire of ignorance 
is so much vaster than the empire of 
knowledge that after the most learned 
and elaborate disquisition upon any sub- 
ject of sociology or theology the plainest 
man may ask a question that will make 
the wisest speechless. After the pro- 
foundest assault upon Christianity the 
humblest disciple may make an Inquiry 
that would silence a Voltaire. 

Armed With Interrogations. 

Called upon, as we all are at times, to 
defend our holy religion, instead of argu- 
ment that can always be answered by ar- 
gument let us try the power of interroga- 
tion. We ought to be loaded with at least 
half a dozen questions and always ready, 
and when Christianity is assailed and we 
are told there is nothing in it, and there 
is no God, and there never was 4 miracle, 
and that the Scriptures are unreasonable 
and cruel, and that there never will be a 
judgment day, take out of your portable 
armory of interrogation something like 
this: What makes the conditien of wo- 
man in Christian lands better than in 
beathen lands? Do you think it would be 
kind in God to turn the human race into 
n world without any written revelation to 
explain and encourage and elevate and 
save? And if a revelation was made 
which do you prefer, the Zenda-Vesta of 
the Persian or the Confuctas writings of 
the Chinese or the Koran et Mohammed 
or our Bible? If Christ js net a divine 
being, what did he mean when be sald, 
"Before Abram was I am?" If the Bible 
ls a bad book, where are the evil results 
of reading it? Did you see any degrading 
influence of the book in your father or 
mother or sister, who used to read it? Do 
you not think that a judgment day la nec- 
essary in order to explain and fix up 
things that were never explained or fixed 
up? If our religion ie Mogical and an 
imposition upon human credulity, why 
were Herschel and Washington and Glad- 
stone and William MeKinley its advo- 
cates? How did it happen that our reli- 
gion furnished the theme for the greatest 
poem ever written, “Paradise Lost,” and 
to the painters their greatest themes in 
the “Adoration of the Magi,” “The 
Transfiguration,” . “The Last Supper,” 
“The Crucifixion,” “The Entombment," 
"The Last Judgment," and that all the 
schools of painting put forth thelr utmost 
genius in presenting “The Madonna “ 

Why was it that William Shakespeare, 
after amazing the world as he will amare 
all centuries with the splendor and power 
of "The Merchant of Venice,” and “Cori- 
olanus,” and “Richard the Third,” and 
“King Lear,” and “Othello,” and “Mac 
beth,” and “Hamlet,” wrote with bis own 
hand his [ast will and testament, 
ning it with the words, “In the seme of 
God, amen, I, William Shakespeare of 
Btratford-on-A von, in the county of War- 
wick, in perfect health and memory, God 
be praised, do make and ordain this my 
last will and testament through the only 
merits of Jesus Christ, my Baviour, to be 
made partaker of life everlasting and my 
body to the earth whereof it is made?’ 
Had Shakespeare lost his reason when he 
wrote bis faith in Christ and the great 
atonement? Put your antagonist a 
questions like that, and you will find ,

Job as the interrogation of the text, 
"Canrt thou bind the sweet influence of 
Pleiades?" 

Sweet InQeences From Afar. 

These words also recognize farreaching 
influences. Job probably had no ade- 
quate idea of the distance of the worlds 
mentioned from our world, but he knew 
them to be far off, and we, who have the 
advantage of modern sidereal investiga- 
tion, ought to be still more impressed than 
was Job with the question of the text, asit 
puts before us the fact that worlds hun- 
dreda of thousands of miles distant have 
a grip on our world. There are sweet in- 
fluences which hold us from afar. There 
may have been in our ancestral line per- 
haps 200 years ago some consecrated man 
or woman who has beld over all the gen- 
erations since an influence for good which 
we have no power to realize, and we in 
turn, by our virtue or vice, may influence 
those who shall live 200 years from now. 
Moral gravitation is as powerful as ma- 
terial gravitation, and if, as my text 
teaches and science confirms, the Plei- 
ndes, which are millions of miles from our 
earth, influence the earth we ought to be 
impressed with how we may be influenc- 
ed by others far away back and how we 
may influence others far down the fu- 
ture. That rill away up among the Alle- 
ghauies, so thin you think it will hardly 
find its way down the rocks, becomes the 
mighty Ohio rolling into the Mississippl 
and rolling into the sea. That word you 
utter, that deed you do, may augment it- 
self as the years go by until rivers cease 
to roll and the ocean itself shall be dried 
up in the burning of the world. Paul, 
who was all the time saying important 
things, said nothing more startlingly sug- 
gestive than when he declared, “None of 
us liveth or dieth to himself," Words, 
thoughts, actions, have an eternity of i 
flight. As Job could not bind the sweet 
influences of the Seven Stars, as they 
were called, so we cannot arrest or turn s 
aside the good projected long ago. Those i 
influences were startéd centuries before 
our cradle was rocked and will reign cen- 
turies after our graves are dug. Oh, it is 
a tremendous thing to live! God help us 
to live aright. 

Astronomers can easily locaté the Plel- 
ades. They will take you into their ob- | 
servatories on a clear night nnd nim their 
revealing instrument toward the part in 
the heavens where those seven stars have 
their habitude, and they will point to the 
constellation 'Taurus, and you can see for 
yourself. But it is impossible to point to 
influences far back that have affected our 
character and will affect our destiny. We 
know the influences near by—paternal, 
maternal, conjugal—but by the time we 
have gone back two generations or at 
most three our investigations falter and 
fail. Through the modern interesting 
habit of searching back to find the ances- 
tral tree we may find a long list of 
names, but they are onlyynames. The 
consecration or abandonment of some one | 
200 years ago was not recorded. It would 
not be so important if you and I by our 
good or bad bebavior blessed or blasted 
only those immediately around us, but 
our goodness or our badness will reach as 
far as the strongest ray of Alcyone—yea, 
across the eternities. Under this consid- 
eration what do you think of those who 
give themselves up to frivolity or idleness 
and throw away fifty years of their ex- 
istence as though they were shells or peb- 
bles or pods instead of embryo etcrnities? 

Surprises of the Next World. 

I suppose one of the greatest surprises ! 
of the next world will be to see what 
wide, farreaching influence for good or | 
evil we have all exerted. I am speaking 
of ourselves, who are only ordinary peo- 
ple. But who can fully appreciate the 
farreaching good done by men of wealth | 
in Great Britain for the working classes— 
Mr. Lister of Bradford, Edward Akroyd 
of Halifax, Thomas Sikes of Hudders- 
field, Joseph Wentworth and Josiah Ma- 
son and Sir Titus Salt? This last great 
soul, with his vast wealth, provided 756 
houses at chenp rent for 3,000 working 
people and chapel and cricket ground and 
croquet lawn and concert hall and sary- 
ings bank where thoy might deposit some 
of their earnings and life insurance for 
those who looked further ahead and bath- 
houses and parks and museums and lec- 
ture balls with philosophical apparatus, 
the generous example of those men of a 
previous generation being copied in many 
places in Canada and the United States, 
making life, which would otherwise be a 
prolonged drudgery, an inspiration and a 
joy. 

At Dunfermline, Scotland, is a stone 
house, the room on the second floor 
twelve feet by fourteen in size. The an- 
nual rent of that room years ago was 
$7.50. That was the one room in which 
the father and mother of Andrew Carne- 
gie lived with the whole family, Infu- 
ences were started there which made An- 
drew Carnegie the most distinguished 
philanthropist of all time, and what his 
gifts of great libraries on both sides the 
sea will do for the coming generations I 
do not think any angel of God would 
have enough capacity to calculate, Who 
could bind the sweet influences of that 
Pleiades? 

After awhile there will be a man who 
will do for churches and missionary soci- 
eties and Bible distribution what Andrew 
Carnegie has done for libraries, and then 
the millennium will be here. The millen- 
nium is hore! 'The shower of uncounted 
millions of dollars for all good purposes 
I think is the first step of that golden 
thousand years of peace and holiness 
which have been predicted and for which 
the world has so long waited. As the 
snowdrop belongs to January and the vio- 
let to March and the honeysuckle to June 
and the chrysanthemum to November, so 
this bloom and fragrance of generosity 
on the part of tbe world's wealth mean 
the advancing summer of the world's re 
lease, of Eden restored, of paradise re- 
galned. You say there are things to dis- 
courage. I know it. But I am not now ex 
ploring sepulchers full of dead men's 
bones and all uncleanliness, I am watch- 
ing the daybreak. I am studying the light 
that streams into ¢he darkness. I am 


considering the sweet influences of the 
Pleiades. 


Imflvence of Other Worlds. 

Notice also in my text the Influence of 
other worlds upon this world. We all re- 
gard the effect which our continent has 
upon other continents or one hemisphere 
upon the other hemisphere, Great har 
vest or drought on one side of our world 
affects the other side of our world. A 
Panic la Wall street, New York, has its 
echo In Lombard street and bourse, 
‘The nations of the earth ca med 
‘together all feel the same thrill of delight 
*or shock of woe, But we do not appreci- 
‘ate the Influence of other worlds upon our 
world. The author of my text rouses us 
to the consideration. It takes all the 
worlds of known and unknown astronomy 


te keep our world in its orbit, every 
` world dependent other worlds.

stellar existence is felt the 
vens, Every constellation is a sister- 
hood. Our planet feels the benediction of 
Aleyone and all the other stars of the 
Pleiad Yea, there are two’ other 
worlds that decide the fate of our world, 
its redemption or its demolition. Those 
two worlds are the headquarters of an- 
gelology and demonology. From the one 
world came Christ, come ministering spir- 
its, come all gracious influences. From 
the other world rise all satanic and dia- 
bolic influences. From that world of mor- 
al night rose the power that wrecked our 
poor werll 6,000 years ago, and all the 
good work done since then has not been 
able to get our world out of the breakers, 
But the signals of distress have been 
hoisted and the life lines are out, and our 
world's release ia certain. The good in- 
fluences of the consecrated people in our 
world will be centupled by the help from 
the heavenly world, and the divine power 
wil overcome the demoniac. O man, O 
woman, expand your idea and know the 
magnitude of a contest in which three 
worlds are specially interested. From all 
the seven worlds which my text calls the 
Pleiades there come no such powerful in- 
fluences as from the two worlds that I 
am now mentioning. My only hope for 
this world is in the re-enforcement that is 
to come from another world. But that is 
promised, and so I feel as sure of the 
ratification of all evil as though looking 
out of my window today I saw the parks 
and the gardens flowering into another 
paradise and the apocalyptic angel flying 
through the midst of heaven with the 
news that the kingdoms of this world 
have become the kingdoms of our Lord. 
My text called Job and calls us to con- 
sider "the sweet Influences." We'put too 
much emphasis upon the acidities of life, 
upon the irritations of life, upon the dis- 
appointments of life, Ammianus Marcel- 
linus said that Chaldea was in olden 
times overrun with lions, but many of 
them lost their power because the great 
swamps produced many gnats that would 
get into the eyes of the lions, and the 
lions to free themselves of the gnats 
would claw their own eyes out and then 


 Starve. And in our time many n lion has 


been overcome by a gnat. The little 


, stinging annoyances of life keep us from 


appreciating the sweet influences. And 
how many of these last there arc! Sweet 
influences of home, however plain it may 
be! That is the harbor into which we 
sail. That is the goal for which we run. 
That is the place where we rest. There 
abide all confidence and affections. There 


| we lay out our plans. There we extend 


our sympathies. There we talk over our 
successes. There we unload our griefs. 
Its four walls shut out a prying and in- 
quisitive world. Thank God for the home 
in which we were born, the home in 
which we now live, the home in which 
we expect to die! 


The Wife's Influence. 


Not sufficiently do we recognize the 
sweet influences of the wife. We men are 
of a rougher mold, and our voice is loud, 
and our manners need to be tamed, and 
gentleness is not as much of a character- 
istic as it ought to be, and we often say 
things we ought to take back. It is to 
change this that the good wife comes in. 
The interests of the twain are identical, 
That which from outsiders would be con- 
sidered criticism and to be resented be- 
comes kindly suggestion, sweet influences 
that make us better men than we other- 
wise would have been or could have been. 

The last chapter of Proverbs recog- 
nizes the good wife's influence when it 
says, "Her busband is known in the gates 
when he sitteth among the elders of the 
land"—that is, his apparel indicates that

under refining influences at home, But no 
one fully appreciates the sweet influences

Sweet influences of our boly religion, 
surrounded ns we are by all the ameni- 
ties of Christian society, men and women 
who have felt the refining and elevating 
power of the gospel! Sweet influences of 
the Sabbath, fifty-two of them chiming 
their joy into every year! Sweet infu- 
ences of the Scriptures, with their balm 
for all wounds and their light for every 
darkness! When the heirs of a vast os- 
tate in England wished to establish their 
claim to property worth $100,000,000, 
they offered a reward of $500 for the re- 
covery of an old Bible, the family record 
of which contained the evidence requisite.

MR. KNOWLES OBJECTS. — 


Asks Court to Rescind Order Makiag 
Mr. A. W. Robiesos Receiver of 
Partnership Basir ees. 


Mr. Wm. II. Knowles who ia made 
the defendant in a bill asking the court 
to dissolve the partnership business of 
A. W. Robinson & Co. as told in !ast 
week's ADVERTISER, has, through his 
attorneys, Messrs Graham & Fitch, 
filed an answer, 

The answer admits the partnership 
relations existing b»tween them and 
that the business is now stopped, but 
says that the stoppage is the result of 
desire and effort of the complainants to 
freeze out the defendant and to acquire 
sole control of the business. That 
owing to his unwillingness to sacrifice 
his intereet m the business and to sur- 
render it and its good will to them 
upon the terms dictated by them, it 
istrue that he and his partners have 
been unable to make a satisfactory set- 
tlement of the affairs of said business, 
notwithstanding the wi lingnees of the 
defendant at all times to submit all 
questions in dispute to arbitration, and 
to agree to any just or equitable settle 
ment of the same, He denies any 
necessity for a receiver but says that 
the complainants have had one of their 
number appointed receiver by an ex- 
parte order ot court which order he is 
informed and believes was improvi- 
dently and unadvisedly issued in the 
absence of information asto thecir- 
cumstances and facts in the premises, 
and that to continue said receiver 
would naturally assist and further the 
purpose of the complainants to oust 
the defendant from all interest in the 
settlement of said co partnership af- 
fairs. That the circumstances sur- 
rounding the business are such that by 
an improper advertisement and sale of 
the property the receiver would be able 
to place the defendant at great disad- 
vantage which he believes is the par- 
pose and design of said receiver and 
the complainants to do. The defendant 
therefore prays that the bill bé dismiss- 
ed and the order appointing receiver be 
rescinded. 

As soon as Judge Holland returns 
from Snow Hill where he is conducting 
the autumn term of the Worcester 
county court the answer will be con 
sidered.

THE NEW BALLOT LAW. 


The election Tu: sdey waa beld under 
the new ballot law of 1001. While it 
is objectionable in some respecta, in the 
main it has proven a good law. There 
inust be some method of counting the 
vote in a shorter time. The strong 
feature of the law is that it guarantees 
an absolutely secrct ballot and requires 
a fair degree of intelligénce to handle 
it. While there were six bundred and 
fifty ballots thrown out fof defects, it 
la believed that many of these mistakes 
were made by people who never exam- 
ined the ballot till they went into the 
booths and could on furthcr examina- 
tion bave recorded their sentiments 
cornetly. A sujreme effort was made 
by the republicans to teach the colured 
voter, and what «as lacking at this 
election will be lacking in the future. 
So long as there are people willing to 
putup money on elections and there 
are those willing to eay they will sell 
bribery will exist, but it is evident that 
it is lers effective under this law than 
any form of the Australian ballot here- 
tofore furnished by the State. The 
taking away of the ballot clerk isa 
milestone on the rcad to purer elec 
tions and whatever can be added to 
what we now have will be welcomed 
by all friends of ballot reform, The 
ballot for Wicomico county was printed 
in the plainest type possible and every 
assistance wae givin votors in the way 


“The first trial cf the voting machine 
te New York City wassn unqualified 
suoces& The experiment was mada in 
the Eighteenth Election district of the 
First Assembly district of Brooklyn. 
Tue unfamiliar manner of voting gave 
no trouble to the voters, and the re 
cording function was ro successfully 
acoomplished that the vote on the 
mayorality could be announced within 
two minutes of the closing of the polls, 
Since the computaticn is mechanical, 


the saving of clerical labor and the 
obviating of errcr in the court are the 


mort striking advantages of the innova- 
tion. Moreimportant, perhaps, is the 
fact that the voting machine secures 
absolute secrecy of the ballot, and does 
away with the various tissue paper and 
transfer paper vouchers which under 
the present system may be returned to 
vote buyers. Thestrong practical sense 
of the community will not long put up 
with our singularly inconvenient ballot 
and all who are interested in safeguard- 
ing elections and securing prompt and 
accurate retur: s, should work for the 
adoption of the voting machine,”

But it is sometimes the case that this 
eirele sweeps through a century or 
through many centuries. The world start- 
ed with a theocracy for government— 
that i», God was the president and em- 
peror of the world, People got tired of a 
theocracy. They said: "We don't want 
God directly interfering with the affairs 
of the world. Give us a monarchy,” The 
world had a monarchy. From a mon- 
archy it la going to have a limited mon- 
archy. After awhile the limited mon- 
areby will be given up, and the republic- 
an form of government will be every- 
where dominant and recognized. Then 
the world will get tired of the blican 
form of government, and it will have an 
anarchy. which is no government at 
And then all nations, finding out that 
maa lu not capable of righteously gor- 
ermíng man, will cry out again for theoc- 
racy and say, "Let God come baek and 
conduct the affairs of the world," every 
step—monarehy, limited mouarehy, re- 
publicanism, anarchy—only different. steps 
between the first theocracy and the last 
theocracy or segments of the great circle 
of the earth on which God sits.

During that same 
week you give a letter of Introduction to 
a young man struggling in business. Dur- 
ing the same week you make an exhorta- 
tion lu a prayer meeting. It is all gone. 
You wil never hear of it perhaps, you 
think. A few years after a man comes 
up to you and says, "You don't know me, 
do you?" You say, "No; I don't remem- 
ber ever to have seen you.” “Why,” he 
says, “I was in the Sabbath school class 
over which you were tbe teacher. Ome 
Sunday you invited me to Christ. I ac- 
cepted the offer. You that church 
with two towers yonder "Yes" you 
say. He says, “That is where I preach,” 
or: “Do you see that governor's house? 
That is where I live." 

The Cirele of Good Deeds. 

One day a man comes to you and says, 
"Good morning." You look at him and 
say: "Why, you bave the advantage of 
me l cannot place you.” He says, 
„Don't you remember thirty years ago 
giving & letter of introduction to a young 
man—a letter of introduction to William 
E. Dodge?" “Yes, yes; I do." He says: 
"T am the man. That was my frst step 
toward a tortune, but I have retired from 
business now and am giving my time to 
philanthropies and public interests, Ceme 
up to my house and see me." 

Or a man comes to you and says: "I 
want to introduce myself to you. | went 
into a prayer meeting some years ago, I 
sat back by tbe door. You arose to make 
an exhortation.

. TO HATCH OYSTERS. 
Professor of J es Hopkins Usivershty 
and Oiher Scicotisis Exp. rlecallag. 


Boience is about w take a band in į re 
venting thv exter dination ot. tbe Chee 
apeake oyster and will shortly bigin a 
series of ex, 6.iments, witha vh to 
pro; agating and increming: the present 
depleted stock in the bay and sefbutar- 
ies. 

Chicken incubators haye become an 
old story but oyster incubators are cer- 
tainly something new and tbe old fact 
that oyen the oyster beds of the Chesa- 
peake which furnish twice as many 
oysters as all foreign countries combin- 
ed, are becoming alarmingly depleted, 
regards the idea of a new means of res- 
toration exceedingly interesting. . . 

With this aim Prof. John A.—Rider, 
of Johns Hopkins University and other 
scientists have been making some re- 
markable experiments. It is said that 
the method employed is so simple that 
anyone, after instruction from an ex- 
pert, may practice it for himself, which 
may or may not, mean am unlimited 
supply of the delicious bivalve, accord- 
ing whether or not the amateur makes 
a success of his attempt at oyster incu- 
bating. * 

Under natural conditions the eggs 
and milk of the spawning oysters are 

simply set free in the waters of the bay 
or river and allowed to take their 
chances. Under these conditions, ac- 
cording to men of science, not more 
than one egg in a million ever fertil- 
izes and it will readily be seen that 
every time one solitary oyster is hatch- 
ed 990,000 of his brothers and sisters, 
that should have, are lost to the world 
and to some epicurean's palate, 

Bat under the present system it is as- 
serted that 90 per cent of the eggs will 
become fruitful and hatch out oysters 
mere or less lusciour. The baby bivalves 
having been brought into the world by 
means of the new fangled process, it 
only remains to liberate them under 
circumstances conducive to their safe- 
ty. The possibilities in this method are 
almost unlimitable, for an ordinary 
female oyster will produce 16,000,000 
egg» ina single season, while a large 
and healthy one will lay. something 
like thirty or forty millions 
. When one considers that so many 
good oysters are lost when perhaps they 
might just as well be perserved fora 
better fate, that is, from the view point 
of the oyster eater, it isno wonder that 
scientists have tried their hands of 
rescuing the ^ 

The way todo itis this: Open an 
oyster so that the animal will ke in the 
deep shell. Then with an ordinary 
glam "eye dropper” stroke its upper 
surfaces gently, away from the hinges. 

If the mollusk is ready to spawn the 
fluid which containes the eggs will 
flow out and may be captured by the 
little glass instrument and put into a 
tumbler of sea water. Continuing this 
process from oysters both’ male and 
female, fertilization of the eggs is at 
once accomplished and a couple of 
hours later all the eggs will be hatched 
and, behold in the tumbler, instead of 
one or two baby oysters, you have 
many thousands ready to and 
thrive almost anywhere. Fora couple 
of days after hatching the oysters are 
free, swimming animale, peddling 
about with the help of tipy Barp-like 
appendages, known as “oila”, After 
this space of travel through the watery 
world they are ready to settle down for 
life and qoon attach thema] ves to some 
kind of solid object, almost anything 
that happened to come their way. It 
is oaly necessary to turm the spawn 
loose in waters where thété afe fu vor- 
able bottoms and currents,

Absorbed by the Eastern Shore Tele - 
phone Com pasy. Long Distance Ser- 
vice Soon to be a Reality. Better 

/ Service Promised. 


The deal which has been agitated 
and pending for the past several 
months bas at last been consumated. 
The Ba'isbury Telephone Company has 
disposed of its charter franchises and 
properties to the Eastern Shore Tele 
phone Co. which is strictly speaking 
but the Maryland Corporation and a 
branch line of the Diamond State Tele- 
phone Company, having as they do the 
same President and other officers in 
command and being controlled in cer- 
tain capacities of an inferior responsi- 
bility by different local officers, 

The sale was practically made by the 
stockholders of the Salisbury Tele- 
phone Company on Monday but was 
actually consumated Monday night by 
the Mayor and City Council ata special 
meeting when they agreéd to the trans 
fer of the franchises owned by the 
home company which assignment is 
provided for in the case of telephone 
and telegraph companies under the 
Code of Public Gene.al Lawe, 

The sale includes all the lines within 
the corporate limits of Salisbury, also 
the line extending from Sulisbury to 
the corporate limits of Berlin, Md., and 
all the interests of the Salisbury Tele- 
phone Company in the Wicomico Tele- 
phone Company which extends from 
Salisbury to Nanticoke point, The 
price paid for the propetty was $20,000, 

The stockholders of the home com. 
pany by this deal exemplified the fact 
that they have the public ink rest first 
in their considerations and self interest 
was subordinate and practically lost 
sight of. Wedo not mean to eay that 
the stockholders of the Salisbury Tele- 
phone Company are public philanthro- 
piste but they were marty:s for the 
public good; parting with their prop 
erty with a great deal of reluctance 
because they recognized their inability 
to give to the community the service of 
the long distance telephone which the 
progress of our city demanded. They 
sacrificed a good investment for tle 
publie good. The home company made 
many unsuccessful efforts to effecta 
connection with the Diamond State 
Telephone Company on a [ercentage 
basis but all these propositions were 
absolutely refused by the latter Com- 
pany; they refusing to make connection 
with any independent line, The limit 
in this direction having been reached 
without a solution of the problem, 
there was no other alternative, to grat- 
ify the desires of the business men of 
the town and ke p abreast of the 
times in the way of tuch improve- 
ments than to sell to those who could 
give the people the service desired. 

A PUBLIC QUESTION. | 

The stockholders considered the in- 
terest of the public of such moment | 
that they cast aside self-interest in the 
matter and called to; ether at a sj ecial 
meetiog tbe business men of the town 
and stated to them the condition of 
affairs, and the terms under which the 
Diamond State Telephone Co. would 
purchare the line, the rates which 
would be charged, the service which 
would be given and the other matters 
effecting the public by the sale after 
the case had been clearly stated by the 
stock bolders of the home company and 
the opinions of the business men of the 
town having been received it was do- 
cided by the home company to consu- 
mate the sale if the business men of 
the town were willing to accept the 
conditions and terme of the Diamond 
State; the opinions of those present 
showed that they were willing to the 
conditions and terms as offered by the 
Diamond State and that the publie 
would stand by them as they have 
stood by the home company so long as 
they adhered to the terms eet forth. 

IMPROVEMENTS PROMISED. 

Mr. Harry A. Richardson of Dover, 
president of the Diamond State and 
Eastern Shore Telepbone Companies 
who was the prime factor in consumat. 
ing the deal assured the people of Sal- 
bury that he would give them more 
efficient service than they now receive 
and the rates would remain practically 
the same. 

He offered to enter into a contract 
for a term, of 15 or 25 years with the 
City Counoll to furnish long distance 
phones in. business houses not exceed 
ing $35 per year. This proposition was 
not accepted by the City Counoil as 
they think there should be no limiit as 
to the term of the contract and the 
maximum price charged at any time 
for long distance 'phones should be $25

The entire system is to be improved. 
The metalijé circuit will supplant the. 
system which is now in use and will be 
a great improvement over it. The lat- 
est Boll'instrument will take the place 
of those now in use; A continuous ser- 
viée will be.given the publio without 
extra charge and the central office will 
be open all day and all night for the 
service of its patrons. On account of its 
limited field, and income, the home 
company were not able to supply these 
various advantages, improvements and 
wants, With the acquisition of the Sal- 
isbury “Telephone Company the Dia- 
mond State through its sister corpora- 
tion; The Eastern Shore Telephone 
Company, owns and controls all the 
lines on the Peninsula except Berlin, 
Pocomoke City and two lines on the 
Eastern Shore of Virginia andit ts but 
safe to predict that our neighboring 
towns wil! soon realize the necessity of 
being in closer contact with the outside 
wold and bust its lot with that of Sal- 
isbury and many other companies ind 
finally all bé absorbed by the Diamond 
State which on account of its facilities 
can meet the demands and necessities 
of the public. 

HISTORY OF COMPANY. 

` The Salisbury Telephone Company 
was chartered May the first, 1894 and 
on June 4th., 1894 a franchise was 
granted it by the City Council of Salis 
bury. On January 15, 1895 the Comp- 
aby opened business with 55 phones I 
operation. Although an infant in swad- 
ling clothes it was destined under its 
proficient management to become giant 
in the county and at the time it passed 
under the control of the Diamond State 
it had more than 200 phones in opera- 
tion. The Company since its inception 
has beén hoted for its enterprise and 
conservatism, always as far as- posible 
complying with the growing déniands 
of the public. It was largely instru- 
mental in establishing thé Wicomico 
Telephone Company, which by ite con- 
nections placed the town of Salisbury 
in communication with nearly every 
town and village in the county. 

We lament the fact that the Salis- 
bury Telephone Company as an inde- 
pendent corporation is no more, but ap- 
preciate the thrifty and progressive 
spirit with which it conducted' its 
affairs always having in mind the pub- 
lic futerest. We trust that we will re- 
ceive thé same consideration and good 
treatment at the hands of the Diamond 
State both as to service and rates and 
the people of Salisbury will still per- 
petuate the maxim The survival of 
the Attest.” :

BEGINNING OF THE FIRE. 

About 1.80 o'clock the alarm was 
sounded for a fire in the kitchen of the 
home of Mr. Henry E. Bell, on Main 
street. Tbe fire had gained such head 
way before it was discovered that it 
was wen in a few minutes that unless 
extraordinary good was done the main 
portion of the town was doomed to de- 
struction. The fire began just where 
phe large Gre ofa few years ago was 
stopped and finished the work which 
the fire of 1896 nearly accomplished.

THE HOTELS SAVED. 

Now-came the fight torave Park Ho- 
tel of T. T. Savage nnd the Atlantic Ho 
tel of W. J, Harmanson. The Atlantic 
Hotel, which ia a three-story brick 
building, waa on fire near tbe roof, and 
as there were no ladders it seemed a 
bope|ees task to try to save jt, but by 
heroic efforts both the hotels were sav 
ed, John C. Ayres’ storehouse, qo- 
cupied by John D. Ayres as grocery, 
was next burned, as was the dwelling 
owned by Ayres and occupied by W. 
F. Porter. The large stables attached 
to the Park Hotel caught fire and for a 
while it was thought the hotel could 
not be saved. Buildings were on fire 
in front and in the rear of it. Jerry 
Campbell succeeded in saving all of his 
horses and vehicles from the stables, 
From this point the fire leaped sotoss 
Pitt etreet toa hove» owned by Mrs.

Asked for his views for a symposinm, 
President Remsen of the Johns Hopkins

Thie, I know, is a vague phrase, but 
the world has wrestled with racial prob- 
lenta before, and the first great force 
working to their solution haa been na- 

Leave the negro to nature and the 
Southern, people and the problem will 
eventually besolved. How long this 
will take, of course we do not know. 

When I ssy leave the negro to the 
Southern people I mean, of course, 
leave his educatión and his elevation to 
them. * 

Ihave never lived in ‘those sections 
of {he South where the race problem is 
moat serious Maryland is a Southern 
State, but the conditons hére are not 
hut they ure in the cotton bolt. 

Mx life, until I became president ot 
the Johns Hopkins University this fall, 
bas been devoted to scientific studies. 
My studies i not been economical, 
politicad.or higtorical except In a gen- 
eral way. ‘Therefore. such views as I 
express regarding. the negro comes 
from me as they would from any civi- 
lian interested in the welfare of all 
who make up this cosmopolitan -coun- 
try. 


That depends on what you mean by 
the vague term moral education. If 
you mean toteach colored men what 
is right and what is wrong, to do right 
things and not to do wrong things, of 
course conditions will be improved, 

But I must look at this problem as I 
would look at a chemical problem.

Go where the worst conditions exhi 
and make a study -ofall the environs 
menta, the tendencies and the traits of 
the community. 

You cannot correct the negro situs. 
tion in the South from the North. 

Of course, the Southern people will

to remedy those conditions which they 
say are to be corrected must go them- 
selves where the negro population is 
the thickest, where the question can 
be viewed at its worst. They must 
make a odnstant study of conditions 
and then sette werk toright them as 
they would an evil in theit own midst. 
This is the.only way in which the 
North could practically aid in solving 
the problem. 

Then, considering the question from 
a scientifo viewpoint, we must weigh 
the forces at work, the methods and tbe 
result of nature. We must consider 
the history of the negro; we must study 
bis tendepojes; we mest 
weigh the effect of olimátio, political 
ahd religious influences. :

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The question of good roads is aueh a 
practical one and the economy of im- 
proved highways has been so unques- 
tionably demonstrated wherever they 
have be^n constructed that citizens of 
a State like Maryland, which has done 
so little to sccurethem, may be excused 
a feeling of impatience on the subject, 
says the Baltimore News. 
Roads Congrese, recently in session at 
Winston Salem, North Carolina, called 
renewed attention to this very import- 
ant matter. The fact that in our State 
the average horse-load is from one half 
to two-thirds of a ton, whereas on an 
improved roadbed it would be from 
four to tix tons; that it costa now, on 
an ayerage, about twenty-five cents to 
haul a ton a mile, whereas it should 
not cost moré than ten, and that some 
of our roads are wholly impassible in 
winter ought to appeal to our legisla- 
tors, irrespective of party. 

North Carolina, considering its size 
and wealth, is one of the States which 
have been quite active in the master 
of securing good roads, and the con- 
vening of this congress there shows 
the interest which obtains. Two of 
the most prominent points dealt with 
in the addresses were the lessons to be 
learned from the example of railroadé 
and the value of convict labor on road: 
ways. One of the most striking fea- 
tures of modern railway practice fs the 
expenditure of great sums of money in 
lowering grades and abolishing curves 
in order to increase the hauling capac: 
ity of locomotises, the economy thus 
eff: cted baving b. en found to be far in 
excess of the cost of improvement, The 
same thing app'ies to improved bigh- 
ways. The use of jail labor im the 
betterment of public roads is a project 
that fe growing in public favor, and it 
will be recalled that the Highway Di 
vision of our Maryland Geological Sur 
vey has spoken approvingly of the pos- 
sibility of some day thus utilizing the 
labor of our jail prisoners 

The work of the Survey has been a 
good start to the realisation of good 
roads in this State; but it is only & 
start. We hope that it will be followed 
up vigorously in tne next Legislature. 


THAT CRY OF FRAUD. 

The cry of fraud tbat has been raised 
by the Republicans in the State of 
Maryland is entirely groundless and 
hardly worthy of notice. This ie made 
plain on ita face by two facts. First, 
it was openly stated by prominent 
Republicans on the streets of Salisbury, 
in Baltimore City and elsewhere 
throughout the State before the elec- 
tion that “no matter how the State 
goes weare going to contest the elec- 
tion” The cry of fraud was all pre- 
meditated andis being made with the 
hope that it will have some offect upon 
the seating of the next United States 
Senator from Maryland. Second, be- 
cause it is absurd to think the Demo- 
cratic judges could have thrown out 
ballots when the Republicans had an 
equal number of judges and itrequires 
a majority of the judges to reject a 
ballot. 

As far as Wicomico is concerned, a 
letter by a prominent Republican in 
this county, which appears in another 
column of the paper under the head 
“All quiet in Wicomico," states the 
case plainly and impartially. 

The Malster Republicans also give a 
plausible reason for this cry of fraud 
in the following statement. 

The real reason of Senator McCom- 
as’ charge of fraud and trickery ia not 
so much of ousting Democratic county

How these dainty, fastidious Christians 
in all our charches are golug to get Into 
heaven 1 do not know, unless they have 
an especial train of cars cushioned and 
upbolstered, each one a car to himself. 
They cannot go with the great herd of 
publicans and sinners. Oh, ye who curl 
your lip of scorn on the fallen! 1! tell you 
plainly that if you bad been surrounded 
by the same influences instead of sitting 
today among the cultured, and the refin- 
ed, and tbe Christian you might have 
been a crouching wretch lu stable or 
ditch covered with filth and abomination. 
It i» not because we are naturally any 
better, but because the mercy of God haa 
protected us. Thove thet are brought up 
in Christian circles and watched by Chris- 
tian parentage should not be so ham] on 
the fallen.

_- WHAT IS BEST TO DO. 


Some Suggestions to the School Board on the Crowd- 
ed Condition of Our Schools. 


A BOND ISSUE FOR A LARGE BRICK BUILDING 
IS POPULAR. 


Messre, Editors:—I was requested 
some weeks ago in company with Mr 
W. B. Tilghman to inspect the condi- 
tion and capacity of the schoo. build- 
ings in this city. To my surprise we 
found the rooms entirely too small, 
some of the rooms taxed to seventy in 
n room, the rooms poorly ventilated 
and improperly heated, the halls cold. 
The bpildings are intolerably cold in 
winter and int«nsely hotin summer. 
These frame buildings are thinly built, 
without trees around them, without any 
protection from the winter blast or the 
scorching suns of summer. The moral 
and physical effect of the plumbing 
and sanitary arrangement are not of 
the character that should exist. This 
crpwded and uneatisfactory condition 
D! thinge must bospeedily relieved, elee 

are unfaithful to our children, town 
od county. The imperative demand to 
keep in pace with the rapid growth of 
our town is to have more commodious, 
more comfortable, more convenient, 
more healthy school buildings in our 
town, the immediate needs demand it. 
The continual onward march and rapid 
growth of our town demand it. 


It will bea profitable mvestment to 
parents and citizens, town apd county, 
to buy Lemon Hill” and erect all 
necessary school buildings on this reser- 
vation. I would suggest the ercotion 
of commodious brick buildings which 
are warmer in winter and cooler in 
summer. That great care be taken 
with the heating, ventilating, plumb- 
ing, sanitary arrangements, and beau 
tifying the campus. I do not know 
of any business proposition tbat would 
tend moreto the development of our 
town in population, families moving 
here, building homcs, investing their 
money here; consequently increasing 
the taxable revenue of the city, than 
the purchase of this most eligible site, 
"Lemon Hill" and speedily erecting 
the neceseary large brick school build- 
ings well equipped with all modern 
school equipments. I would suggest 
the sale of the two old echool buildings 
and lote. They could be readily con 
verted into store rooms and residences 
as will be seen by the purchaser. The 
pr: ceeds from the sale of the two build- 
inge and lots with a loan of $18,000 
wil! meet tbe requiremente, I think. 

The school board can borrow the 
money at 4 per cent, on long time, 
thus the pressing necessity can be met 
without being burdensome to any one. 
I trust our honorab‘e schoc] board may 
receive general encouragement and the 
moral support of all the citizens, war- 
ranting them in going ahead in their 
good judgement, to relieve the crowded 
condition, «tc. of our present school 
buildings.

Mesars. Editors; What remedy wou'd 
I suggest to the school board to relieve 
the present crowded condition of the 
schools in Salisbury? 

Looking at the situation from a busi 
hee standpoint, there is only one sensi- 
ble thing to do and thi.t isto erect a 
modern echool building of suficient 
capacity not only to meet our present 
réquirements but designed to &ccommo- 
date our future demands for a consid 
erable period. I was always opposed 
to wasting money on temporary things 
and I am no less opposed to this prac- 
tice in public expenditures than in my 
Own personal affairs. 

To spend four or five thousand dollars 
now to build atemporary etracture to 
meet our present demands which we 
would again outgrow in a half dozen 
years would, to my mind, bea waste 
of publio money and in the near future 
would reflect the incompetance of the 
promoters of such a rcheme. 

The sensible thing to do is to erect 
the best building that we can get for 
say 835,000 on a suitable location, issue 
bonds for the payment, which can easily 
be floated at 4% which would make on- 
ly $1000 a year interest to start with, 
and by paying off $1000 every year on 
the principal for 25 years the building 
would be paid for at an average of only 
$1500a yeor and nobody would ev 
feo! it. 

I never was in a town of equal size 
and importance of Salisbury that was 
$0 poorly equipped with school build- 
ings. Can we afford to have this condi- 
tion exist? I think not, expecially when 
dt can be so easily remedied.

Mesers. Editora: We can not hope for 
the beet results from our school system 
so long as our schools are allowed to 
remain in their present crowded condi 
tion. 

When we reflect that many of the 
echolars are not even provided with 
desk room, it becomes apparent that 
tome action will have to be taken by 
our school offic‘als without unneces. 
sary delay, It seems to me that it will 
be necessary to «rect a building of some 
kind to accomodate the scholars, and 
while building I think that it will be 
well to build for the future as well as 
for the present. I see no good reason 
why Salisbury should not continue to 
grow, and if such be the case, the 
school system will also grow. 

I am net in a position to know what 
funds are available for the purpose of 
erecting & school building. but feel 
that the building, if erected, should be 
such as to meet our needa for so ne years, 

I haye no desire to see our county 
bonded, and yet if that is necessary to 
give us the necessary buildings for the 
proper carrying on of our educational 
work, I say let the bonds be issued, 

Too much stress can not be placed 
upon the public school system, and I 
am anxious that the schools of Wicom: 
ico County shall be second to none in 
the State of Maryland. F. L. WAILE$. 


Messrs. Editors:—The question has 
been asked me, what remedy could be 
suggested to the School Board tore- 
lieve the crowded conditions of the 
schools, I must admit that I am not 
posted as to just how fully they are 
crowded, The population of Salisbury 
is increasing very rapidly and with an 
increase of population, there is neces 
sarily an increase of school children to 
be educated. And I think there should 
also be a corresponding inorease of 
school facilities and school buildings 
and teachers. If necessary I would 
suggest an annex to be built upon the 
public school grounds, or an additional 
building to he erected with the em- 
ployment of additional teachers neces- 
sary to properly instruct and care for 
the pupils when attending our schools. 
Ido not think one teacher ought to 
have control and government of more 
than forty or fifty pupils. and in the 
higher grades, a fewer number. 

Public instruction isa very import- 
ant factor in our rapidly advancing 
civilization, The children of to-day 
are the men and women of to morrow 
and too much cure connot be taken in 
seeing that they are properly trained 
and educated.

A SUGGESTION ABOUT OYSTERS. 


Mr. Mcürath of Baltimore Thioks The 
ladestry is ia a Bad Way And 
Suggests Remedey. 

Mr. H. J McGrath, a large oyster and 
fruit packer, in discussing the condition 
of the oyster industry at the present 
time and what the Legislature should 
do to aid it, said: 

“Something has to be done, and that 
very shortly, if the people of Maryland 
wish to keep up the revenue which is 
secured from the oyster industry in this 
State. The condition of affairs at the 
present time is alarming. In the last 
five years a great deal of the trade 
which foremly belonged to Baltimore 
has gone to other points, This has been 
the result of several causes. In the 
first p'ace the supply bas, year by year, 
been growing less, and it takes a great 
deal longer for the oyatermen to secure 
a cargo than it formerly did. 

“As the supply decreased the price 
went up and we are paying 65 cents to 
$1 per bushel for the same grade of oys- 
ters that we formerly secured for from 
40 to 60 cents This necessitated oyr 
obarging ‘more for the shucked oysters, 
which, naturally, did not suit the North- 
ern and Western buyers. These began 
to look elsewhere for their goods. 

“The Northern trade is now held by 
the New England States, particularly 
Connecticut, the waters of which were 
planted with seed oysters obtained from 
the Chesapeake. The output there is 
just about enough to supply that sec- 
tion. The Western buyers now get their 
oysters from Southern waters, Mississ 
ippi sound furnishing most of them. 
Its a physicial impossibility as matters 
now stand .. packers in Baltimcre to 
compete with the Northern and Bouth 
ern people. What has been the result? 
A number of firms which used to do 
business here have left and opened 
plants down South. A number of others 
will have to leave if present conditions 
continue. 

"It isa well-known fact that spawn 


uf oysters must adhere to some hard | 


surface or they will be carried’ off by 
the currants and die. Now rome por 
tions of the Chesap-ake have been 
worked so much that there is absolutely 
nothing left on the bottom. If thi: 
barren ground should be cultivated it 
would not be long before the place 
would show a growth of oysters. 

"Here is an illustration. Look at this 
old rubber boot. It was probably 
thrown overboard by some dzredger as 
useless. There are nearly à dozen and 
a half of small oysters clinging to it. 

“A few years ago I invested $2,800 in 
devoloping an experiment, I leased 15 
acres of water property and took the 
oyster sheils from the packing house 
here and had them thrown overboard at 
this 15 acre bed, Idid this following 
out my idea that the spawn must have 
a rough, hard surface to oling to. The 
result far exceeded my expectations. 
This one bed has yielded as my share 
over $7,500 worth of oysters, As gave 
one half the profits to the party who 
worked the bed, you can see that the 
output of that ene place has been 
$15,000. 

“If this is so, in a mall way,Isay let 
the oyster shells be deposited in the 
bay, either by the State appropriating 
sufficient money to have the work done, 
or give the right to Individuals to lease 
certain portions of the Chesapenke and 
let them do so, 

"Other States have done this and the 
supply has been kept up. It would not 
cost much more then 3 cente u bushel 
to do this work, and the results Would 
be something enormous. Another thing 
that I believeshould be dane is to short- 
en the season. September should be 
taken out. This would give the grow- 
ing oyster a chance and prevent the 
beds from becoming exhausted so 
rapidly."

E NEGRO IN P POUTICS. - 


Two Leaders Who Died Died In Poverty Oa 
The Eastern Shore. 


The following article ie from the pen 
of the talented correspondent of the 
Baltimore Sun at Easton, Md. 

Easton, Md, Nov: 18—Joseph H. 
Gray, a negro politician and stump 
speaker of Easton, was buried yester 
day. His career, coupled with that of 
bis sometime political colleague, the 


late Nace Hopkins, of Trappe, illus-| father 


trates the fateful disappointments and 
failuree of the smart country negro Re 
pnblican politician. 

The commencement of the Civil War 
foond Joe Gray a trusted young slave 
on one of Dr. I. L. Adkins’ plantations 
in Talbot county. He carried the keys, 
avd nota bushel of corn ever disap- 
peared from the granaries nor even a 
chicken from the poultry bouse. Gray 
enlisted inthe Union army. Nothing 
definite is known of his military carcer, 
but he returned to his native country a 
freeman, of course, He was quick-witt- 
ed, glib tongued and ready of speech. 
He was affable in manners, generous to 
his own people and never lost that po- 


litenees which one «f the best of: mas- 


ters had carefully instilled into him: 
When enfranchisement of the negroes. 
came Gray went into politics as a Jead- 
er of his race; he also became a pension 
agent and had the ear of the Pension 
Bureau respecting war pensions to ne- 


groes in Talbot. This gave him great |: 


power among them. He took in charge 
for the white Bepublican leaders their 
campaigns for the colored voters 
wasthe best negro political stump 
speaker in Maryland; and but few of 
the white stump speakers in Talbot, if 
any, could equal him, Time aud again 
he solidified the negroes against the 
Democrats and won victories for the 
white Republican leaders, In whatev- 


er way the Democrats thought they had | 
caught some of the negro vote Joe 


Gray and Nace Hopkins would get up 
an emancipation celebration every No 
vember 1, and on election day there 
would be a solid negro Republican 
phalanx at the polls, 

Two years ago Nace Hopkins died a 
pauper, Last Friday Joe Gray died in 
poverty and obscurity. The white Re- 
publicans whose chestnuts these two 
smart negroes pulled from the fire are 
enjoying such affluence and honors as 
successful politics make. -When Nace 
Hopkins’ little farm in Trappe, the 
pride of his heart, got into the hands 
of the Sheriff none of those for whom 
he had neglected his legitimate busi- 
ness to hely in politics raised a finger 
nor jingled a dollar to save him, Joe 
Gray was arrested by a special agent of 
the Pension Bureau on a charge of 
fraud. It turned out there was nothing 
in the case. One of his own race, jeal- 
ous of him, trumped up a charge, and 
when he could be heard he was prompt 
ly acquitted; but not one of the white 
Republicans for whom he had worked 
withoat reward would go bail for him 
for 24 hours, and Joe Gray had to spend 
a night in Easton jail. This broke the 
old man's heart. Some debts he had 
incurred in his campaigning for his 
white Republican brethern that they 
might, and did, get offices became liens 
on his comfortable home in Easton, and 
it went to the Sheriff. When this oc 
oured there were white Talbot Repub 
licans in office getting aggregate salar 
iea of at least $10,000 a year, largely 
and mostly through the work of Joseph 
H. Gray and Nace Hopkins.

City Council the unprecedented offer

These 
practica! changes destroyed forever the 
beauty and romance of the famous 
Wicomico Fallsand cast a shadow of 
gloom over the hearts of the many 
young lovers who resorted thither at 
shades of twilight. But cold.jheartless 
business having no respect for our ro- 
mantic ideas saw in these Falls a great 
motive power which could be utilized 
to advantage both for its owners &nd to 
the city. By ite natural resources and 
power they could give to the citizens 
of Salisbury efficient lighting at a far 
cheaper rate than they could otherwise. 
It is a demonstrated fact that these 
gentlemen have served us well and have 
given us efficient lighting in harmony 
with the progress of the town at as 
oheap a rate as any «t^ r plant on 
Uli peninsula. 

In handing over the business and 
affairs of the plant into the hands of 
its present owners, we feel eure that 
thesame regard for public adyance 
ment ani public wishes will be the 
dominant principle of the new corpora:

More Thas aa Average Crop ia Wicom. 
ico Bat not Mach Comlag to 
Market. 


Now that the farmers of the county 
have housed the grater part of their 
corn crop estimates of this year's yield 
may be closely approximated. Figures 
are not available just now, but it is 
agreed on all sides that the 1901 crop is 
unusually large and o' the finest 
quality. A few fields were injured 
during the growing season by excessive 
rains, but the extent of the damage is 
inalgnificant and does not affect ma- 
terially the total yield for the county. 

The acreage in Wicomico this year 
was not larger than in former years, 
but there are so many acres of Wicom 
ico land which yields more of all crops 
now than ever before, This is especially 
true of the high light lands west of Salis- 
bury where the growing of the legumes- 
scarlet clover and cow peas, is establish- 
ed and revolutionizing agriculture. 
Where these crops are now grown the 
corn yield following is increased all the 
way from one third to two thirds over 
the yield under the old conditions, and 
in some instances the crop has doubled 
as a result of one preoeding crop of 
the legumes. Thoagh the f rmers of 
the county have grown this year more 
of the great staple, corn, than is neces- 
sary for their requirements and the 
prices are better than in any season for 
thé last ten years, they are not bring- 
ing much tothe market, the dea'ers 
say.

Ta submittiog this report permit me 
to say that substantial framo buildings 
were erected during the year to accom- 
modate the following schools; Charity 
school on Spring Hill road, Williams’ 
school and colored school at Clara. 
Modern furniture was placed in two of 
thes» houses, also in two rooms of the 
Delmar school. Needed out-buildings 
and repaira were \iberally granted 
throughout the county, the total cost 
of all being nearly $8,000. The actual 
necessities have not yet been provided 
for. The County Commiesioner’s liber- 
ality in granting us the ensuing year an 
extra appropriation for building pur- 
pores isa welcome reliefand will en- 
able the School Board to meet, in a 
measure, the demands for better facili- 
ties in the administration of school af- 
fairs. 

. The teaching force wasincreased from 
106 to 111 teachers, additional teachers 
being given Delmar, Bivalve, Riverton, 
Spring Hill and Charity schools. This 
‘increase added to our expenses over 
($1000, in salaries alone. The demand 
for additional teachers the coming year 
will be still greater. 
| The attendance during the year was 
greatly interfered with by thé presence 
in nearly every part ofthe county of 
some one of the following complaints: 
small pox, whooping coügh, messels, 
chicken pox, scarlet fever, vacoination, 
Sto. and while the total enrollment 
shows an appreciable’ increase, the 
average attendance for the reason stat- 
, is about the same as the previous 
year. 

The Teachers’ Institute in January, 
Bbly presided over by State Superinten- 
dent Stevens, jwas attended by every 
teacher in the county but one, an ab- 
fence caused by sickness. By the afd of 
teachers and instractors a very helpful 
program wascarried out. Asa result 
of the evening lectures, the teachers 
have in the office of the School Board a 
Teachers’ Professional Libary number- 
ing nearly 100 yolumes, the firstof its 
kind in the State, Its influence in aid- 
ing the teackers to better and more 
professional work is being seen every 
day. 

Worthy of specia! mention and com- 
mendalióh is the work done by the 
teachers during the past year in the for- 
mation of school libraries, eohool-room 
decorations, and the increased atten- 
tion given the subject of drawing. Dur- 
ing the year 19 libraries were establish- 
$1 with a total number of over 900 vyol 
u nes. Fully 80 per cent of the difer- 
ent tchoo! reoms are tastefali y decorat- 
, some going so far as to introduce 
growing plante. 686 pupils are reported 
studying drawing; previous year47. A 
flattering increase of pupils ia all the 
upper grade studíes i» noted. 

It isa plessing daty to report that 
, Wicomico has an active, carnestentirus 
last io body of teachers who, I believe; 
are making every possible effüst for the 
miterial advancement of our: shoots; 
and while I know the School Bourd-is 
giving in salaries every cont the present 
appropriation will justify, I weuld re: 
spectfully suggest that an effers bs 
made either to lengthen the school your 
or to increase the teachers’ psy, The 
increased expense would in either event 
be a first class investment of the pew 
ple's money.

A Liberal Offer. 


Editors ‘Advertiser: —You ask me to 
give my views on the question of pro 
viding: inefeased school facilities for 
Salsbury, a Question that ie now claim- 
ing the attention of the School Board 
and of the public. There are now in 
the public schools of Salisbury enrolled 
about 700 pupils ami only seating ca 
pacity im the buildings owned by the 
county for about 500, This capacity 
has been increased by renting two 
too. Even with these rooms the 
accommodations are not sufficicnt. 
More fasilities must be furnished in the 
near future; just how to | roceed is the 
question whioh the Board must decide. 

I wish to-state right at the start that 
Iam opposed to any immente bonding 
&éheme'to build school houses. I be- 
Meve that sehool fecilities ought to be 
provided for out of the ennual le: ies 
as far as it is possible todo it, Iam 
certatatyoppoeed to using money that 
hib: bee sppropriated fcr improving 
the pubfie roads as has been suggested 
by some and I am®ure the people of 
the county feel the same way about the 
matter. If I understand the matter the 
County Commissioners decided last 
June to use the $5000 which the B. C. 
& A.Ry.Co has paid the county on back 
taxes, for improving our public roads. 
I am opposed to turning it over to the 
Bhool Board to build school houses 
As I stated before I am opposed to any 
bonding sehemes to build school houses 
unless the question. first be eubmitted 
to the people. Whatever is done should 
be provided for by levy. Now asto 
what the School Board should do, I 
d» not suppose thatthe Board would 
for a moment consider the absurd 
proposition that has been made to sell 
the buildings now owned and put up 
one immense building to accommodate 
from 700 to 1000 pupils of all ages and 
grades In the first place there is al- 
most $10,000 worth of buildings that 
would not bring $8,000, for the potent 
reason that they are not suited for any 
other purpose. And then it would not 
be wise w have all the school children 
of the town and many from tbe county 
outside, aggregated in one building and 
on one lot. I think too much time 
wouid’ de wasted in disciplining them. 
We of coürse need discipline in school 
but aschoo! should be disciplined with 
as little expense of time as possible. I 
see only two propositions for the Board 
to consider. One to increase our pri- 
mary school faellities. the other to use 
all the buildings we now have for pri- 
mary schools and erccta high school 
building. In the first five grades there 
are in round numbers 450 pupils, one 
third south of Camden bridge and 
Humphreys mill; or what is known as 
Bouth Salisbury, including Camden 
has about 150 pupils in the lower 
grades, These could be accommodated 
dy putting over there a four room 
building such asthe building now eo- 
cupied on this side, at a cost of $2500. 
This would relieve the whole situation 
for some years to come and prevent this 
large aggregation on the North side. 
Buch a building could be provided for 
out of the annual levy. The other 
proposition and the ome that most peo 
ple would belikely to favor would be 
the erection of & high school building 
im some other part of the city and use 
the present buildings for primary 
schools. I am opposed to all this lavish 
expenditure for show. If we erecta 
buliding for the high school it should 
be a good substantial brick structure, 
without any useless expenditures, and 
built in such a way that it could be 
added to by extending out wings as our 
requirements demand, and if we never 
néed add more we would never build. 
I wish to emphasize the fact that I am 
opposed to using the money that has 
been appropriated for improving our 
public roads, for this purpose. Iam 
satisfied too that it would be unwise to 
bring together any larger azgregation 
of pupils under one head or principal, 
thus increasing the time necessary for 
discipline. Tuos. Perry.

Devlutionists Are Forced to Be- 
treat Prom Culebra. 


BATTLE RESUMED AT SAN PATLO 


A WEEE’S NEWS CONDENSED 
Thureday, November 21. 

Rev. Frederick ef Brook- 
fyn, was elected bisho$ of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal diocese of Long Island.

Over 150 Killed, and Wounded Men 
Could Be Seen Along Railroad 
Track—Wounded Lack Care—800 of 
lowa's Marines Landed. 


Colon, Nov. 26.—On Sunday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock the schooner Clapet 
and a railroad barge returned to Pan- 
ama, bringing 350 men from Chorrera, 
being the remainder of General A! 
ban's expedition, Great crowds gath- 
ered at the wharf to witness the land- 
ing of the soldiers. They were re- 
celved with bands of music, but the 
music sounded mournful, and the airs 
sounded more like a funeral march 
than the joyful strains of welcome to 
& victorious army. General Alban 
looked his usual and calm self and 
acted more like a man on whose hands 
time hangs heavily for want of some- 
thing to do than one coping with 
grave responsibilities under trying 
circumstances. 

On Sunday afternoon at 3.30, at the 

head of 700 men, General Alban left 
Panama by train for Empire Station, 
where the Liberals were reported to 
be in fairly strong numbers His pur- 
pose was to surprise and rout them 
The train bearing these troops was 
held up just before it arrived at Cule- 
bra Station, owing to the Liberals 
epening fire on Alban's advance guard. 
Alban disembarked his'men from the 
train, which returned to Panama. The 
nghting at Culebra lasted from 4.30 
until 9 p. m. 
The government troops advanced, 
nd the fighting was stubborn all 
along the railroad line until Empire 
Station, a mile and a half distant, was 
reached, The Liberals retreated 
slowly, Alban's men following them 
until the latter eventually reached 
Matachin Station. Here General Al- 
ban met and conferred with Captain 
Perry, of the Iowa, who was returning 
from Colon on an armored train, It is 
understood that Captain Perry will not 
allow the railroad to transport troops, 
consequently General Alban and his 
men were forced to push ahead on 
foot. It is said here that they thus 
reached San Pablo, where the Liberals 
are in force, and that fighting took 
Place there. The Liberals are under 
the command of General Lugo. 

Between the stations of Culebra and 
Empire over 150 killed and wounded 
men could be seen along the track. 
The sight was gruesome. There is 
no proper Red Cross organization, and 
the wounded lack care. 

Three Hundred of the lowa's ma- 
rines were landed at 4.30 o'clock on 
Sunday afternoon at Panama to pro- 
tect the property of the railroad and 
to insure the continuance of transit 
across the Isthmus. 

The breastworks on the railroad 
bridge that leads into Panama, as well 
as those erected inside the city, have 
been demolished by the government.

Philadelphia, Nov. 27.—After being 
out 29 hours and five minutes, the 
Jury in the case of John L. Semple, 
accused of conspiring with the coun- 
terfelters, Taylor and Bredell, came 
into tha United States district court 
yesterda afternoon, and after in- 
forming Judge McPherson that they 
were unable to agree were discharged. 
One of the jurors stated that at first 
the ballots had stood seven for con- 
vietfon to five for acquittal. Toward 
the last hours of the deliberation one 
of the men for acquittal gave in and 
the last ballots stood eight to four for 

conviction, ‘

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A BRAVE LBUTENANT 


Engaged in Hand-to-Hand Fight 
With Filipino Insurgents. 


THEY SACK TOWN NEAR CAVITE 


Lieutenant Was In Advance of Men 
and Attacked Enemy, Receiving 
Two Serious Wounds—Leader Sam- 
son On Bohol Island Will Surrender, 


Manila, Nov. 26,—Second Lieutenant 
Louis J. Vanschaik, of the Fourth In- 
fantry, while scouting with a few men 
of that regiment, met 150 insurgents, 
who had attacked and sacked the 
hamlet of Siarababa, near Cavite. 
Upon seeing the Filipinos, Vanschaick 
ordered his men to charge them. The 
command was obeyed and Vanschaick, 
being mounted, reached the insurgents 
60 yards in advance of his men. He 
killed three of them with his revolver. 
An insurgent fired his rifle point- 
blank at Vanschaick at four paces, but 
missed. Lieutenant Vanschaick was 
then knocked frog his horse. He 
jumped to his feet and engaged in a 
hand-to-hand conflict with the enemy, 
using the butt of his revolver. He sus- 
tained two severe wounds, one of 
which nearly severed his wrist. At 
this point the lieutenant's men ar- 
rived, rescued him and put the in- 
surgents to flight. Vanschaick is in 
the military hospital at Manila and is 
doing well He has already been 
recommended for a medal of honor for 
bravery in a previous engagement, 
General Hughes, commander of the 
department of the Visayas, reports 
that negotiations are about completed 
for the surrender of the insurgent 
leader Samson on Bohol Island. This 
surrender will doubtless end the re- 
volt against the American authority 
in Bohol, as Samson is acknowledged 
to be the chief insurgent leader there.

Republicans and Democrats Will Meet 

Saturday to Name House Officers. 

Washington, Nov. 27.—The Republi- 
can members of the house of represen- 
tatives will meet in caucus on @atur- 
day at 2 o'clock for the purpose of 
nominating house officers. There is 
no contest, and Speaker Henderson 
and the other elective officers will be 
re-elected. It is expected that there 
will be quite a sharp contest over re- 
adopting the Reed rules. All the at 
ternoon and evening if necessary ‘will 
be given to discussing the subject. 

The Democratic caucus will be held 
at 11 o'clock on Saturday to nominate 
minority candidates and also to name 
the few employes conceded to the 
minority in the house. 


Tortured and Robbed.

New York, Nov. 27.—James Cum 
mings, of Tinton Falls, N. J., was ar 
rested yesterday at Red Bank, N. J., 
by a secret service officer on suspi- 
clon of being concerned in the many 
safe robberies which have occurred in 
that section of New Jersey within 
the last year or so. In the majority 
of fhe cases the safes have been in 
post offices or in the stores in which 
the post offices were, and contained 
stamps and government cash.

The annual report of the Commis: 
sioner of Pensions draws our attention 
«nce more to the terrible abuse of the 
government's beneficence and the thou- 
sands of frauds that are year after year 
being allowed in the Pension depart- 

ment, ^s 
According to this report there are 
now 907,785 names on our national pen- 
sion roll, a number much larger than 
the armies that actually fought in our 
Civil War, the cause of the great bulk 
of these beneficiaries of the nation, It 
is true that some pensions are paid on 


account of the war with Mexico, 1845-8, 
and a few on account of the Wars of 


1811, but the fact that itis now more 
than thirty six ye:rs since the close of 
the great conflict between the States of 
this Union, would seem to indicate that 
pensions on account of that war should 
begin to show a material decrease, but 
they do not. 

On the contrary, they are constantly 
increasing, and thousandsof new appli- 
cations are on file and steadily being 
received. The pending claims at the 
time the report for the past year was 
issued numbered 408,568, and addition 
al claims arriye daily by the bushel. 
Of course, our recent war with Spain 
gives occasion for a material portion of 
the later claims, but the great bulk of 
them are on the account of the Civil 


War, which came toa close im April, alleys, and then for the prettiest vine- | 


1865. 

That thousands of fraudulent claims 
bave been allowed and are still being 
paid, and that thourands of the pend 
ing claims have no more real founda 
tion than the yreedy insist nce of the 
pension sharks who make money from 
all kinds of claimants ie a fact that 
will not Amit of dispute. 

It is to be hoped that at the c ming 
session of Congress both parties will 
unite and have sufficient courage to 
face th situation in its true light If 
this is doue the Pension Roll will re-

A GOOD-ROADS TRAIN. 


Much interest is excited, according 
to the Railway and Engineering Re 
view, by “the good roads train" now 
working along the line of the Senthern 
Railway. The train consists df nine 
flat car», two commissary cars, one 
gondola car and one officer's car, and 
carries a full equipment of road-making 
machinery and a party of 18 persons. 
It is manned by experts in road-making 
and has been equipped by the leading 
road machine manufacturing compa- 
nies of th» United States. Among 
these are road-grading machines, rock- 
crushers,road rollersspreading-wagons, 
elevating graders, dump wagons road 
and street sprinklers, drag scrapers, 
road plows and steam rollege. The 
companies furnish skilled men to oper- 
ate their machines, and the Southern 
RGA way, being anxious to stimulate 
road improvement, conveys the road- 
making plant from point to point. 
While the train was at Greenville, 
Tenn , a good toads congr: as was beld 
and a mile of good road was made by 
way of sample and gocd example. 
Chattanooga, Birmingham and Mobile 
are to be visited, after which a ciroult 
wil be made through Georgia, Bouth 
Carolina and North Carolina.

DISAPPEARANCE OF TIMBER, 
Scoretary Hitchcock, of the Interior 
Department, in his annual report, says; 


That the act of June 8, 1887, known as 
the Timber and Stone act, if not re- 


pealed or radically amended, will re- 
sult in the completa destruction of the 
timber on the unappropriated and un- 
reserved public lands. 

The time has arrived, according to 
the Secretary, wben reservoirs must be 
built and managed as a part of a 
national system of forest and water 
conservation, They cannot be succees 
ful if maintained, however, without à 
thorough sjs'em of forest protection. 
The introduction of practical forestry 
on the forest reserves hasnow begun. 
The general polioy announced in an 
outline memorandum to the Commis- 
sioner of the Land Office is that addi- 
tional forest reserves, with boundaries 
drawn to liberate the smallest amount 
of script, should be created during this 
winter, the good will of residents in or 
near the reserves should be gained, 
forest fires guarded against and the re- 
sources of the reserves should be avail- 
able for the conservative use of the 
people, Systematic investigation de- 
signed to make them accessible and 
useful should be undertaken and each 
forest reserve and part thereof. should 
be dealt with on ita own merits,

It enlisted the active interest of the 
boys and girls, and got them to pick up 
waste psper and such things from the 
streets. to keep the school yard neat, 
and also the vacant lo's In six months 
time the town became particularly at- 
tractive and clean, and the death rate 
has p rceptibly decreased. The improve- 
ment league idea is open to any town 
where thir paragraph may be read.— 
Exchange. 


Become Blind at Night. 


A Bt. Petersburg dispatch relative to 
night blindness in south Russia says: 
“This is on? the queerest diseases know 
to medival s:ience, and is one of the 
camp followers of the famine." Night 
blindness, however, is no new disease, 
It has always been more or less common 
in armies whera men have been forced 
to sleep without cover. The cause is 
usually referred to tbe moon and the 
sufferer la said to be moonstruck, al 
though it has been supposed that the 
glare of the sunlight upon sand beaches 
is sometimes the cause of it. As is eaid 
of the disease in Russia, the sufferer 
can see nothing after twilight, even 
though the moon is at full and the sky 
clear, but it is somewhat remarkable 
that be can me by candlelight, It is 
not unlikely that the Russian night 
blindness is directly traceable to expo- 
sure in the open air and that it un only 
indirectly due to the famine.— London 
Mail.

EW YORK, PHILA. & NORFOLK R. R. 
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Waanrroton, Nov. 24.—This discourse 
of Dr. Talmage is a national congratula- 
tion over the acbievements of brain and 
Land during the past twelve months. The 
texts are: I Corinthians ix, 10, "He that 
ploweth should plow in hope;" Isaiah xli, 
7. "He that smootheth with the ham- 
mer;' Judges v, 14, “They that handle 
the pen of tbe writer." 

There ls a table being spread across the 
top of the two great ranges of mountains 
which ridge this continent, a table which 
reaches from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
sen, It is the Thanksgiving table of the 
nation, They will come from the east 
and the west and the north and the south 
and sit at it, On it are smoking the 
products of all lands, birds of every 
aviary, eattle from every pasture, fish 
from every lake, feathered spoils from 
every farm. The fruit baskets bend down 
under the products plucked from the 
peuchfields of Maryland, the apple or- 
chards of western New York, the orange 
groves of Florida, the vineyards ot. Ohio 
and the nuts thrashed from New England 
woods. The bread is white from the 
wheatfields of Illinois and Michigan, the 
banqueters are adorned with California 
gold, and the table is a-gleam with Neva- 
da silver, and the feast is warmed_with 
the fire grates heaped up with Pennsyl- 
vania coal The hall is spread with car- 
pets from Lowell milla, and at night the 
lights will fash from bronzed brackets of 
Philadelphia manüfacture, The fingers 
of Massachusetts girls have hung the em- 
broidery, the music is the drumming of 
ten thousand mills, accompanied by the 
shout of children let loose for play, and 
the gladness of the harvesters driving 
barnward the londs of sheaves, and the 
thanksgivings of the nation which crowd 
the celestia! gates with doxolog'es until 
the oldest barper of heaven cannot tell 
where tbe terrestrial song ends and the 
celestia] song begins. 

Welcome, Thanksgiving day! What- 
ever we may think of New England the- 
ology, we ail like New England Thanks- 
giving day. What means the steady rush 
to the depots and the long rail trains dart- 
ing their lanterns along the tracks of the 
Boston and Lowell, the Georgia Central, 
the Chicago Great Western, tbe St. Paul 
and Duluth and tbe Southern railway? 
Ask the happy group in the New Eng- 
land farmhouse. Ask the villagers whose 
song of pranise in the morning will come 
over the Berkshire hills. Ask all the 
plantations of the south which bave 
adopted the New England custom of set- 
ting apurt a day of thanksgiving. Oh, it 
is a great day of national festivity! Clap 
your hands, ye people, and shout aloud 
for joy! "Through the organ pipes let 
there come down the thunder of a na- 
tion's rejocing! Blow the cornet! Wave 
the palm branches! “Ob that men would 
praixe the Lord for bis goodness and for 
his wonderful works to the children. of 
men. 

The Victories of Peace. 

For two years and a half this nation 
bas been celebrating the triumph of 
sword rod gun and battery. We have 
snug wnartial airs dnd cheered returning 
beroes aud sonnded the requiem for the 
«luin in battle. Methinks it will be a 
healthfnl change If on this year's Thanks- 
giving in church and homestead we cele- 
brate the victories of the plow, the ham- 
mer and the pen; for nothing was done at 
Santiage or Manila that was of more im- 
pote than that which in the last year 
hns teen done in farmer's field and me- 
chanics shop and author's study by those 
who never wore an epaulet or shot a 
Spauined or went a hundred miles from 
their own doorsill, Come up, farmers 
and mechanics and literary men, and get 
your dues n4 far as I can pay them. 

Thugs have marvelously changed. 
Time was when the stern edict of goverg- 
ment forbade religious assemblages. 
Those who dared to be so unloyal to their 
king as to acknowledge loyalty to the 
Head of the Universe were punished. 
Churches. awfully silent in worship sud- 
denly heard their doors swung open and 
down upon the church aisle a score of 
muskets thumped as the leaders bade 
tbem "Ground. arms! This custom of 
baving the futhers, the husbands, the 
anns and brothers at the entrance of the 
pew ix a euxtom which came down from 
olden tine, when it was absolutely peces- 
sary that the father or brother should sit 
at the end of the church pew fully armed 
to defend the helpless portion of the fam- 
ily. But now. how changed! Severe pen- 
nities are threatened against any one who 
shall interrupt religious services, and an- 
nunlly, at the command of the highest 
ofticinl in the United States, we gather 
together for thanksgiving and holy wor- 
ship. Todny | wonld stip your sou's to 
joyful thankszlving while I speak of the 
mercies of Gud and in unconventional 
way reconnt the conquests of the plow, 
the hammer and the pen. 

Most of the implements of husbandry 
have been superseded Ly modern inven- 
tions, but the plow has never lost Its 
reign. It has furrowed its way through 
all the ayes. Ita victories have been 
waved by the bawey of Palestine, the 
wheat of Persia, the fax of Germany, the 
rice stalks of China, the rich grasses of 
Italy. It bas turned up the mammoth of 
Biberin, the maxtodon of Egypt nud the 
pine groves of Thevsaly. Its tron foot 
hath marched where Mores wrote. and 

Homer sang and Aristote tanght and 
Alexander mounted bin war charger. It 
hath wrung its colter on Norweg an wilds 
and ripped out the stump» of the Amer- 
ican forest, pushing ite way throngh the 
savannas of the Carolinas and trembling 
lu the grasp of the New Hampshire seo 
mary. American civilization bath Wept 
step with the rattle of itv clevisex, apo 
Its beam bath ridden thrift and nationdl 
plenty. 

do not wonder that the Japauese and 
the Chinese and the Mhorniclans «o par 
ticularly extolied buxbandry or that Cin» 
clonatas went from the consulship to the 

w or that Noah wax a farmer before 

became n shipbulbler or that Elisha 
was in the field plowihg with twelve yoke 
of oxen when the mantle fell Un ulm or 
that the Egyptians in thelr paganiam wor 
shiped the ox as a tiler of their lands. 

Gold Not the Best Product. 

Pütbeus, tbe king, found some rich gold 

mines in bis province, so be turned all the 


population to digging In tne mines, Till- 
nge was neglected, and there came a great 
famine, One day the wife of the king În- 
vited him to a:great banquet, and he came 
in and sat down, and there were pieces 
of gold in the shape of bread, and pieces 
of rod in the shape of biscults, and 
plece« of gold in the shape of joints of 
ment. nud the king was disgusted, and he 
said, “I cannot cat this." “Neither can 
the people," said his wife most sugges 
tive'y, und then they went back fo the 
tillage, F 

To get an appreciation of what the 
Amican plow has accomplished I take 
you into the western wilderness. Here In 
the don e forests I find a collection of In- 
dian wirwams, With belts of wampum 
the wen tozily sit on the skins of deer, 
smoking their feathered calumets; or, 
driven forth by hunger, I track their moc 
casins far away as they make the forest 
echoes crazy with thelr yild balloo or fish 
in the waters of the still lake, Now tribes 
challenge and council fires blaze and 
warwhoops ring and chiefs lift the toma- 
hawks for battle. After awhile wagons 
from the Atlantic coast come to those for- 
ests. By day trees are felled and by 
night bonfires keep off the wolves, Log 
cabins rise nnd the great trees begin to 
throw their branches in the path of the 
conquering white man. Farms are clear- 
ed. Stumps, the monuments of slain for- 
ests, crumble and are barned. Villages 
appear, with smiths at the bellows, ma- 
sons on the wall, carpenters on the house- 
top. Churches rise in honor of the Great 
Spirit whom the red men ignorantly wor- 
ship. Steamers on the lake convey mer- 
chandise to her wharf and carry east the 
uncounted bushels that have come tó the 
market. Bring hither wreaths of wheat 
and crowns of rye and let the mills and 
the machinery of barn and field unite 
their voices to celebrate the triumph, for 


‘the wilderness hath retreated and the 


plow hath conquered. 

Within our time the presidential cabi- 
net bas added a secretaryship of agricul- 
ture. Societies are constantly being es- 
tablished for the education of the plow. 
Journals devoted to this department are 
circulated through all the country. Farm- 
ers, through such culture, have learned 
the attributes of solls and found out that 
almost every field has its peculiar prefer- 
ences. Lands have their choice as to 
which product they will bear. Marshy 
lowlands touched by the plow rise and 
wring out their wet locks in the trenches. 
Islands born down on the coast of Peru 
and Bolivia are transported to our fields 
and make our vegetation leap. High- 
ways, by this plow, are changed from 
boggy sloughs into roads like the Roman 
Appian way. Fields go through bloodless 
revolutions until there the farmhouse 
stands. In summer heneysuckles clamber 
over the trellises. On one side there 
stands a garden, which is only a farm 
condensed, On the other side there is a 
stretch of meadow land with thick grass, 
and, as the wind breathes over it, it looks 
like the deep green ocean waves. There 
goes m brook, tarrying long in its wind- 
ings, as if loath to leave the spot where 
the reeds sing, and the cattle stand at 
noonday under tbe shadow of the weéping 
willows. In winter the sled comes 
through the crackling snow, with huge 
logs from the woods, and the barn floor 
quakes under the thumpings of the flail 
or the deafening buzz of the thrashing 
machine. Horses stand beneath mow 
poles bending under loads of bay and 
whinny to the well filled oat bins. Com- 
fort laughs at the wind rattling the 
sashes and clicking the icicles from the 
eaves. 

Parts of our country, under industrious 
tillage, have become an Eden of fruitful- 
ness, in. which religion stands as the tree 
of life and educational advantages as the 
tree of knowledge of good and evil, not 
one of them forbidden. We are ourselves 
surrounded by wel cultured farms. They 
were worked by your fathers, and per- 
haps your mothers helped spread the hay 
in the field. On thelr headstones are the 
names you bear. As, when you were boys, 
in the sultry noon you sought for the 


tharrest field with refreshments for your 


fathers and found them taking their noon 
spell sound asleep under the trees, so 
peacefully now they sleep in some coun- 
try churchyard. No more fatigued, death 
has plowed for them the deep furrow of 
a grave. 

Religion the Tree of Life. 


Although most of us have nothing di- 
rectly to do with the tillage of the soil, 
yet in all our occupations we feel the ef- 
fect of successful or blighted industry. 
We must, in all our occupations, rejoice 
over the victories of the plow today. The 
earth was once cursed for man's sake, 
and occasionally the soll revenges Itself 
on us by refusing a bountiful harvest. I 
suppose that but for sin the earth would 
be producing wheat and corn and sweet 
fruits as naturally as now it produces 
mullein stalks and Canada thistles. There 
is hardly a hillock between the forests of 
Maine and the lagoons of Florida, be- 
tween the peach orchards of New Jersey 
and the pines of Oregon that has not 
sometimes shown its natural and total de- 
pravity. The thorn and thistle seem to 
have usurped tbe soll, and nothing but 
the rebellion of the plow can uproot the 
evil supremacy. But God is good. Now, 
if one of our seasons portially proves a 
failure, the earth seems to repent of it the 
next summer in more munificent supply. 

Praise God for the great harvests that 
have been reaped this last year! Some of 
them, injured by drought or insects or 
fresheta, were not as bountiful as usual, 
others far in excess of what have ever 
before been gathered, while higher prices 
will help make up for any decreased sup- 
ply. Sure sign of agricultural prosperity 
we have lu the fact that cattle and horses 
and sheep and swine and all farm animals 
bave during the last two years Increased 
In valne, ‘Twenty million swine slangh- 
tered this last year, and yet so many hogs 
left. Enormous paying off of farm mort- 
gages has spoiled the old speeches of the 
calamity howlers If the ancienta in 
their festivals presented their rejoicings 
before Ceres, the goddess of corn and till- 
age, shall we neglect to rejoice in the 
presence of the great God now? From 
Atlantic to Pacific let the American na- 
tion celebrate the Victories of the plow. 

I come next to speak of the conquests 
of the American hammer, Its iren arm 
‘has fought its way down from the begin- 
Bing to the prevent. Under its swing the 
«ity of Enoch rose and the foundry of 
Tubal Cain resounded and the ark float- 
ed on the delnge, At ite clang ancient 
temples spread their magnificence and 
chariots rushed out fit for the battle, Its 
iron fist smote the marble of Paros, and it 
rose in sculptured Minervas and struck 
the Pentelican mines until. from them a 
Parthenon was reared whiter than a pal- 
ace of ice and pure as an angel's dream. 
Damascus and Jerusalem and Rome and 
Venice and Paris and London and Phila- 


. Under the hammer everywhere 
have gone ap, ornate and lux- 


arfous. Schoolhouses, lyceums, hospitals 
and asylums have added additional glory 
to the enterprise as well as the benefi- 
cence of the American people. Vast pub 
lic works have been constructed, bridges 
bare been built ever rivers and tunnels 
dug under our mountains, and churches of 
matchless beauty have gone up for himi 
who had not where to lay his head, and 
the old theory is exploded that because 
Christ was born in a manger we must al- 
ways worship bim in a barn. 


Some Marvelous Changes. 

How things have marvelously changed! 
We used to cry Because we had to go to 
school, Now children ery if they cannot 
go. Many of them can intelligently dis- 
cuss political topics long before they have 
seen a ballot box or, teased by some po- 
etic muse, can compose articles for the 
newspapers. Philosophy and astronomy 
and chemistry have been so improved 
that he must be a genius at dullness who 
knows nothing about them. On one shelf 
of a poor man’s library is more practical 
knowledge than in the 400,000 volumes 
of ancient Alexandria, and education is 
possible for the most indigent, and no 
legislature or congress for the last fifty 
years has assembled which has not had in 
it rail splitters and farmers and drovers 
or men who have been accustomed to toil- 
ing with the hand and the foot. 

The pen which Moses dipped im the 
light of the first morning and Jeremiah 
filled with tears and Ezekiel thrust in vi- 
sions of fire and Matthew touched with 
the blood of a cross and St. John dipped 
in the splendors of beatific glory—that 
pen bas wrought marvels fqr all classes 
of our people. Today your libraries and 
colleges and schools and publishing 
houses and churches celebrate the ever 


growing conquests of the American pen, 


and our prospects are all the time bright- 
ening. 

Who these many years hath turned 
back from our land the violent plaguea 
which have swept with their train of ter- 
rors through other countries? Who hath 
grown in our fields harveats richer than 
Sicilian or Russian grninfields? Who 
hath lifted marsh after marsh and built 
town after town until every gleam on the 
wave of the lakes is answered by the 
gleam of city towers and the roar of the 
ocean at one side of the each harbor has 
been answered by the din of n great me- 
tropolis on the other—160,000 miles of 
coal running side by side with 100,000 
square miles of iron, the iron to pry out 
the coal, the coal to forge nnd smelt the 
iron? Make this calculation for your 
selves if you can mwake it: If England's 
coal bed, 32 miles long by 8 miles wide, 
can keep, ns it does, 17,600,000 spindles 
at work in that small island, what may 
we not expect of our national industries 
when 160,000 square miles of coal lands 
shall unite with the 160,000 square miles 
of iron, both stretching themselves up to 
their full strenzth and height—two world 
shaking giants? 

The Glorious Prospects. 

The grainfields have passed their har- 
vests above the veto of drought and del- 
uge. The freight cars are not large 
enough to bring down the grain to the 
seaboard. The canalbonts nre crowded 
with breadstuffs, Hark to the rushing 
of the wheat through the grent Chicago 
corn elevators! Hark to the rolling of 
the hogsheads of the Cincinnati pork 
packers! Enough to eat and at low 
prices. Enough to wear and of home 
manufacture. If some have and some 
have not, then may God help those who 
have to hand over to those who have not! 
Clear the track for the rail trains that 
rush on bringing the wheat and the cot- 
ton and the rice and the barley and the 
oats and the hops and the lumber and 
the leather and everything for man and 
everything for beast.
